REPORT SCHOOL BOARD 


Another year has passed away and your committee 
is required to give an account of their stewardship. 
Immediately after the annual school meeting the board 
organized with the following officers: Chairman, Al- 
bert W. Cole; secretary, Clifton P. Sanborn. April 24, 
1911, Epsom school district joined us in connection 
with Pembroke as a Supervisory district. The boards 
Of each town meet at the office of Almon Burbank in 
Suncook. The following officers were chosen: Presi- 
-dent, Almon Burbank; secretary, Samuel Head; treas- 
urer, Mrs. L. S. Fowler of Epsom. 

District No. 1, Head’s district, spring and fall 
terms in charge of Miss Laura M. Keating of this town. 
Winter term closed. 

Martin’s Corner, No. 2, Miss Florence M. Cheney 
had charge the entire year. Rowe’s Corner was closed 
the entire year. 

Wilson district, No. 4, Miss Rena Kimball of Frank- 
lin taught the entire year. 

Neal district, No. 5, Miss Minnie M. Dancause of 
Suncook taught the spring term. Miss Marion G. Fish 
of Concord fall and winter terms. No. 6 primary 
school, Miss Jennie B. Abbott of this town taught the 
entire year. Grammar department, spring term was 
taught by Miss Jennie M. Beals of Manchester. Miss 
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Laura M. Sayward taught the fall term and part ofithe 
winter term. On account of sickness Miss Eva Sawyer 
finished the term. River Road district, spring term 
was taught by Miss Mabel D. Lantry of this town. 
Fall and winter terms pupils were carried to No. 6. 
Fall term Mrs. Frank H. Shirley conveyed the scholars. 
Winter, Harry N. Blake. 

Hackett Hill district, the entire year was in charge 
of Miss Belle Fowler. 


Graduation exercises occurred June 15, 1911, in I. 
O. O. F. hall. A very interesting program was pre- 
sented to a large audience. A class of seven graduated 
and each was presented with a diploma by the chair- 
man, Albert W. Cole, in behalf of the Board of Educa- 
tion. The following pupils received diplomas. Rena 
Morgan, Earl Kimball, Agnes Mitchell, Ralph Kimball, 
Alice Strickford, George T. Tyrrell and Eva Sanborn. 


Enumeration of children of this town was taken by 
Henry B. Stevens according to law early in September 
at a cost of $15. Superintendent O. H. Adams acted 
as truant officer in connection with his other duties, 
without any extra compensation. 


After enumeration was taken the following ac- 
count was returned to your board: Whole number of 
boys, 145; girls, 160; number between 10 and 16 not 
able to read the English language, 12; born in New 
Hampshire, 274; in United States, 39; foreign, 22; not 
regular in attendance, 5 to 8, 60; 8 to 14, 9; 14 to 16, 26. 


Under the state aid to schools law, enacted 1909, 
it is provided that districts will receive no aid on basis 
of average attendance or qualified teachers after July 
15, 1911, unless the tax for school purposes is at least 
$4.50 on one thousand of the equalized valuation. 
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Four thousand nine hundred twenty-two dollars 
was raised for school money the current year. The 
equalized valuation of our town at present in effect is 
$1,110,070. Consequently our school tax is $7.48 and 
no aid was received. 

River Road school being so small, your committee 
decided to have the pupils carried. Mrs. Frank H. 
Shirley was awarded the contract at $5 per week to 
earry them to No. 6. Previous to the winter term the 
parents were interviewed and they heartily endorsed 
having them attend the winter term there, so Harry 
N. Blake was hired to carry the pupils at the expense 
of $6.25 per week, thus making a saving of $61.25 be- 
sides fuel for both terms. 

Head’s school was closed for the winter term,there 
being but two pupils and full as near for them to attend 
the village school, thus making a saving of $88, not in- 
eluding fuel. 

Scholars that were eligible to seventh and eighth 
grades at the south part of the town were carried on 
the electrics to No. 6 school at the village. Owing to 
lack of seating room at No. 4 this was done to accom-. 
modate the smaller grades. : 

During the year the schoolhouses were all re-insured 
at the expense of $118 for three years. Besides minor 
repairs the vault was remodeled at No. 6 and Districts 
No. 2 and 4 houses were re-shingled. 

Last season the Lincoln Park syndicate purchased 
a large tract of land at the south part of the town and 
have surveyed it out in house lots and streets. They 
have disposed of forty lots and the agent informs and 
guarantees that twenty-five houses are to be built this 
season, and each house will be occupied by one or more 
children. Our citizens should make some forethought, 


~ 
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as our present buildings will not accommodate any more 
children. Recently the Lincoln Park syndicate pre- 
sented to the town for school purposes nearly three- 
quarters of an acre of land adjoining the present school 
land at No. 4, thus making a large lot suitable for a 
building and a playground. Should the district build 
they could dispose of the present building and turn the 
proceeds towards a new one to a good advantage.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Hooksett: 


I hereby submit my second annual report as super- 
intendent of schools. 


The year since February, 1911, has been one of 
changes and considerable progress. It is now time to 
begin to look for expected results under the change of 
system as started in 1910, for teachers to develop new 
methods, or to show their increased efficiency, for the 
value of new material to prove itself and to judge if the 
books added to the old list are justifying themselves. 


The word, sentence and phonic method of teaching 
primary reading was introduced in September, 1910. 
Results in June of last year were watched for with in- 
terest and there can be no doubt they were satisfactory 
and encouraging. Children who entered school in Sep- 
tember had read intelligently, easily and with expres- 
sion from five to nine first grade readers and had vo- 
eabularies of from seven hundred to twelve hundred 
words. These same children where the work was best 
done have read all the books available for their grade 
and they can read more intelligently and with greater 
freedom from errors any elementary book or paper than 
can most of the scholars of the next three or four higher 
grades. If parents will visit the village school where 
opportunities were best for successful work and drill 
and listen to the reading of the last year children, no 


st 
doubt can longer exist of the value of present methods 
of teaching reading over those of bygone days. 


Since my last report several history, nature and 
geography readers, supplementary and regular, have 
been placed in the intermediate and grammar grades. 
A shortage still exists in reading material but other 
books will be added gradually. 


Civics is now required by the state course of study 
in the eighth grade so the requirement was met last 
spring, new books introduced and fairly good work ac- 
complished. 


The school at No. 8 on the west side of the river 
was so small in the spring that the school board wisely 
decided to close it for a term, at least, and have the 
cnildren carried to the village school. In December the 
number of children in that section had increased so it 
was decided to reopen the school if those in charge of 
children so wished. Calls were made by the secretary 
of the school board and the superintendent on all fami- 
lies sending children. The sentiment was unanimous 
in favor of still sending the children to the village spite 
of the long ride. At No. 1 school the number in the 
fall was down to four children, so this schoo! was closed. 
Some of the children in the district were then attending 
the village school, and other parents have since strong- 
ly expressed themselves against the reopening of the 
school even should the numbers increase, thus showing 
cheir appreciation of the value of the village graded 
schools and of a medium sized school over a small one. 
Closing these schools was in no sense any reflection on 
the teachers and in both cases the superintendent was 
able to offer other positions in larger schools for their 
consideration. 
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The sooner the town recognizes the value of consol- 
idation and that very small schools should be closed, 
where there can be no enthusiasm, the better it will be 
for the school children. 

A serious problem confronted the school authorities 
at No. 5 where the children, all from French families, 
rarely hear an English word outside the school room. 
Last year the experiment was tried of putting in charge 
a French teacher, with the belief she would get along 
better than an English speaking teacher. The experi- 
ment was hardly a success, as French soon became the 
language of the school room in the absence of the 
superintendent and very little English was learned by 
any. <A change was made in September, 1911, and a 
teacher hired whose knowledge of French was very 
slight. The results of the first half of the year are 
gratifying. Children have made more rapid advance 
than before as they hear in the school nothing but Eng- | 
lish. The children of this nationality are usually very 
keen, none more so than in district No. 5. The inter- 
est and intelligent effort developed there this school 
year reflect credit on teacher and pupils. The problem 
is a peculiar one and is being met satisfactorily. 

South Hooksett is increasing in population fast and 
there is a good prospect of doubling the school popula- 
tion south of Martin’s Corner in the near future. That 
schoolhouse will seat but thirty pupils and in December 
thirty-seven were enroled. Room was made by send- 
ing the seventh and eighth grades to the village by the 
electrics, meeting the difficulty, temporarily, wisely 
and economically. However increased school accom- 
modations will be needed there in a short time. 

A closer acquaintance with the work and needs of 
each scholar has been made this year and this makes 
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for increased efficiency in the work of all. Monthly 
reports from teachers to the superintendent of all work 
in every class helps to compensate for the shorter time 
given to the town schools, and is a valuable aid in 
checking off work done. 

More or less conflict is seen in the frequent changes 
between the public and private schools. The private 
school does not emphasize the work in English as does 
the public school, neither does it follow the state course 
of study closely, so instances are frequent where chil- 
dren return to the public schools after an absence of 
several months or a year and it is practically impossible 
to keep them with their classmates of former years. 
It is a serious question what can be best done with chil- 
dren under these conditions. They are sure to lose 
ground with the frequent change from school to school. 

Fewer cases of truancy and unnecessary absence 
have been reported this year. The greatest improve- 
ment is found in district No. 5. 

_ The first and eighth grades are, in many ways, the 
test of the work and strength of a school system. If 
children are started right so that the work of coming 
years can be begun with sufficient preparation, the 
work of intermediate and grammar grades is made easy 
and interesting. Under our present course, after the 
importance of primary reading, the value of correct 
teaching in primary number isimportant. Teachers are 
not, usually, prepared except in knowledge of facts, to 
teach number correctly but this cry is almost universal 
so our work will compare favorably with other towns. 

In the eighth grade, there are two classes, the 
needs of both of which must be met. Some close their 
school life with the grades and they must be given the 
best possible preparation, small as it must be, for tak- 
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ing up life’s work at once. Others are preparing for 
high school and academy and the requirements of the 
higher school must be met without sacrificing worth 
for form. It is admitted that the difficulty here is not 
as great as when pupilsare about to graduate from the 
higher school but the problem is here and must be met. 

All the eighth grade scholars in town were brought 
into one class in September and under one teacher. 
Thus the work was made uniform and more valuable. 
It was with regret that the eighth grade teacher was 
relased in January because of failing health, but it is 
hoped her good work may be continued under another. 

The support of teachers and school board has con- 
tinued most hearty and to this cordial co-operation is due 
much of the good feeling and success of the year.
